Mollie Cooper and Bishop Hero Win 
Fresh Laurels-Topsey Takes 
the Running'. 

Aquatic Contest at James Hay— Mac- 
lean to ROW Bush on 
Monday- 

Ruin prevented a large turn out at tho 
races yesterday. Thoso present, however, 
enjoyed an excellent ufteruooc s sport. 

Tho first, event open to trotters and 
paeers three months in the province, for a 
purse of $150, brought out Brown's Mollie 
Cooper, Warner's Velox, Meunier's Dart, 
Vancouver Dan and Traveller Wilkes. 
Chambers, who was fined $.'!() at tho pre- 
vious meet, settled his obligation and 
mounted the sulky behind Vancouver Dim. 
Tho Victoria band struck up an inspiring 
air, and as tho laBt strain died away the 
pool box orator announced that ho had $10 
for Mollio Cooper and invited a bid for sec- 
ond choice. Traveller Wilkes was knocked 
down for §.">, the field selling for $7. 

The names of tho trotters were shaken up 
in a hat. Mollie Cooper won the pole. The 
bell rang. 'The eager crowd pressed forward 
to a point of vantage. The horseH came up 
to tho wire like a troop of cavalry 
moving to the charge. The gong 
signalled a start. An excited spectator 
shouted "They'r off." Tho reporter's pencil 
begins to fly over the piper i\s tho sul- 
kies career around the curve, and this is the 
literal translation of the BCrubbled notes. 
"Mollie Cooper's wearing hobbles; they 
seem to bother her." "She's off her feet." 
"The favorite's not in it." "The little 
black fellow is ahead." "That's Dart." 
" Kvery horse but D.irt is oil' his feet." 
" Now they're settling down for the quar- 
ter." " Velox is gaining on Dart." Look 
at him come, ah ! his tail's up ; he's oil' his 
feet." " See Mollie Cooper forging ahead, 
she's passed Velox and is in close company 
with Dart at tho balf." " Velox has 
struck her gait again." At the three quar- 
ters tho order is, Dart, Mollie Cooper, 
Volox ; a few feet ot day-light between 
each. At the homo stretch tho ex- 
citement becomes intense, the three trotters 
sweeping around the curvo in a bunch. 
Everybody strains forward. The euphonious 
namo of Mollie Cooper rends the air. Suro 
enough the little mare is ahead, her truces 
working like the bands on a circular saw. 
She paddles under the wire n neck ahead of 
Velox, who captured second place from Dart 
by a length. Time '2:374. Vancouver Dan 
and Traveller Wilkes dietaj |ed. 

In the second heat Men. .• . little black 
darted away in the lead, but was passed at 
tho quarter by the mare with tho braces, 
when the black became discouraged and 
went to pieces, Mr. Cannon's encouraging 
"(lee boy !" being of no avail, and bo they 
came around to the home stretch and under 
tho wire, driver Riley getting in that funny 
little nervous twist of the right rein, under- 
stood only by himself and Mollie. It prob- 
ably means, " Vou've got to go your best to 
get there," and she got there. It wus one 
of tho little Dart's off-days, and no driver 
could make him go any faster than he did. 

The third heat was very tame, Mr. 
Brown's inure leading twice around the 
circle ahead of tho field in 2:41. 

The pedestrian events were not of a very 
exciting nature, but served to 

tween heats. In the 10 ) yard 
Dalby and Tudhope entered, 
ning easily. 

In the 220 yards Tudhope 
the half mile Blaine showed hi 
that distance in pretty good 
far superior to the other competitors. Th 
judges refrained from posting the time 
made, however. 

I lories for the fast free for all race, were 
rung out at -1 o'clock. S. li., Mink and 
Bishop Hero made their appearance, Couda 
being scratched. The pool seller hooked 
Mink favorite, but thin state of affairs did 
not lust long, tho market price settling down 
to Bishop Hero 10 Mink 5, S. B. 3. 

The horse with tho ecclesiastical name 
got the pole. The trio went away at) the 
iirst score, Hero hobbling badly and drop- 
ping hopelessly to the rear, Mink and S. B. 
nee-sawing for first place. In spite of the 
big gap opened out between the iirst and 
the last horse, Bishop Hero cane thunder- 
ing along at terrific pace, on the second 
circumlocution, and at the home stretch it 
was one of the prettiest sights over wit- 
nessed on the race track; the three trot- 
ters swept, towards the wire, trotting so 
evenly together that for a moment ono 
thought of the immortal chariot race of Ben 
Hur. The sulkies were forgotten and 
you saw but tho homes, three abreast, 
flecked with foam, their nostrils dilated, 
their muscular bodies straining for the last, 
mighty effort, which was in another moment 
to decide the initial heat, unci their place 
in tho succeeding struggle. A dozen feet 
before tho finish tho spectacular effflot van- 
ishes, the lino is broken, Bishop Hero drops 
behind and S. B. pushes his head out in 
front of Mink, winning by a nose. Time— 
2:374. 

Did tho driver of Bishop Hero want to 
win? Tho judges did not seem satisfied. 
Two of the drivers wero called to the stand 
and there was a good deal of gesticulation, 

In the second heat Mink led all the way 
around, without a skip, in 2:31 L 

Tho poolseller still sold Bishop Hero at 
§10 us iirst choice. Funny. It mystified 
tho uninitiated. The judges button-holed 
each other for several minutes previous to 
the third boat, and when the horccs 
appeared, tho drivers of Bishop Hero and 
S. li. were changed. Riley sitting behind 
Hero, and Field behind S. B. The change 
evidently showed that thoso who were per- 
sistently backing tho big roan knew what 
they wcro about, for the favorite won easily, 
trotting strong, and passing under the wire 
two lengths ahead of Mink, S. B. third. 

Bach horse had now ouo heat to his cre- 
dit, and Bishop Hero's backers doubled 
their money in the pool-box. 

In tho fourth heat they passed under tho 
wire dead even. Then the Hero of the hour 
shot ahead, S. B. and Mink keeping close 
together until tho half was passed, when 
they parted company, the little Mink being 
too much for the old horse in a long racu. 
At tho finish the favorite wus far in the

Tho running race, which wus sandwiched 
in between the second anil final heats of the 
fast trot, was amusing, but not particularly 
exciting. The fodowing llyera ambled into 
tho ring; Domino, Johnnie I',, und Topsey 
Domino wus favorite, $5, f.'i for the field. 
"Domino is favorite," said the pool man. 
"When it's even money he will break his 
neck or break the neck of his rider. He 
never won a race, or never will. Walk up 
and see the circus performance." 

The latter part of his remarks were pro- 
phetic. On the first dash Toni Shaw's play- 
ful bay led at the half und had tho race well 
in baud, when opposite tho dove cot ho 
wheeled and bolted for tho littlo gute, and 
when be found it was too small to crawl 
through he attempted to climb the fence, to 
the imminent danger of his rider, who stuck 
to him, wheeled him in line, and in spite of 
the big distance the horses hud gained on 
him camo in a good third, Topaey winning 
the heat. No time. In the npeat Topsey 
again won, Domino being tired out. No 
time was given.

BILLY WATERS, 

To the Sporting Editor:— Not long 
since I noticed in tho Weekly Colonist a 
clipping from the Hongkong Telegraph. It 
was a very glowing account of tho cirecr of 
Billy Waters, so called champion middle- 
weight of British Columbia. Not having 
any knowledge of that gentleman as a mem- 
ber of the pugilistic fraternity 1 should like 
to bring to tho minds of your readers tome 
fucts concerning the championship of this 
section. I am not very familiar with the 
Btyle of "stopping" men which is customary 
with Mr. Waters, but if his style of stop- 
ping Dan. O'Donncll was "line," then there 
can be no question as to the ability of uny 
amateur to stop the first-class man in "fino 
style," for no man can fight without some 
opposition. 

The reason .Smith, ex-champion middle- 
weight of Australia, "failed" to knock Mr. 
| Waters out in six rounds, at Tacoma, was 
because bo wus simply filling a vacancy on 
the bill for tho evening and, by previous ar- 
rangement, Waters was to bo allowed to 
"stay." Even then the rounds had to be re- 
duced to one and one-half minutes in order 
that tho "fake" might not bo too evident. 
Dming the combination of "the Marine," 
Smith and ISlloDSWorth, Waters had no evi- 
dent connection with them whatever. 
When Waters met Clem Austin, the 
champion of British Columbia, at Tacoinu, 
tho watch of the timekeeper, as in the bout 
with Smith, of Australia, uguin went too 
slowly, and the rounds hud to he shortened 
to give Waters u chunee to locate himself. 
After Austin had spent tho six rounds in 
child's play with hia opponent, "tho Ma- 
rino," wdio ucted us referee, in ordor to 
complete the farce of Waters posing us a 
" pug," announced thut ho gave tho bout to 
" Jack the Ripper." 

In Jem Burns, Waters, on American soil, 
for the Brut timo mot a man of his class. 
Punch Towers und Prof. Donaldson, though 
men of a very different stamp, both far out- 
cl:as this self-styled champion of British 
Columbia, When Mr. Waters came before 
Ed. Cuff, bo wus again, as in the go with 
Smith, in the capacity of a "bill-filler," und 
when he met, Danny Needham, although 
" truth is strange, stranger thun fiction," 
Mr. Water,?, at last, acknowledged himself 
vanquished, and that on American soil. 

1 bring those facts forward that this sec- 
tion of countiy may not be misrepresented 
abroad, and thut tho men at homo may 
have fair consideration. Mr. Waters does 
not, and never cun, hold tho championship 
of British Columbia, now held by Clem 
Austin.

Ottawa, Oct. 1.— At to-duy's meeting of 
the Cabinet, John Ferguson, ex-M.P. for 
Welland, und Alphonse Desjardins, mem- 
ber for Hocheluga, wero created Senators. 
The latter appointment makes a vacancy in 
the House of Commons. 

A Chief Justice of the Supremo Court 
will likely be appointed next week. Judge 
Strong will probably be promoted. Robert 
Sedgwick, Deputy Minister of Justice, is 
spoken of for Judge Strong's place. 

Archivist Brymnor goes to Paris shortly 
to look up old French records relating to 
Canada. 

~ It appears thut Lieut. -Governor Schultz 
is not in antagonism with his advisers, but 
withheld his signature from an order-in- 
council ut Premier Ureenwuy's request 
until sertain errors, ufi'ecting tho surveys, 
hud been tcotified.

• MANY YEARS AGO. 

A Suicide In London Iteeulls a Bloody Tragedy 
In Former Years. 

London, Oct. 1. — By the suicido to-day 
of William Wainwright, the owner of a 
prosperous brush factory, a good church- 
man and past master of a Masonic lodge, a 
notable murder committed yeurs ugo wub 
recalled, which at the timo created an im- 
mense sensation in this city, On Septem- 
ber 11, 1875, Henry Wainwright, a brother 
of the man who killed himself to-day, was 
nrrrested for murdering a woman named 
Harriet Lane, about 25 years old. 
Henry Wainwright formerly curried on 
his brush making business at 210 
Whitechapel. On tho day ho was 
arrested, Henry Wainwright asked a brush- 
maker to uccompany him to hiB former pre- 
mises to help him lift u couple of packuges. 
He went with him and found the parcels 
with three ropes tied uround them. There 
were ulso u chopper und hummer that Wain- 
wright wanted tho mail to buy. The brush- 
maker complained of tho weight of tho bun- 
dles, and laid them down while Wainwright 
went in search of a team. W hen Wain- 
wright had gone, the man broke in the 
bundle and discovered n woman's head. On 
closer examination it was found 
that tho bundle contained the 
remains of u woman, chopped to pieces. 
The police were called und a close investiga- 
tion made. Tho body was found to be that 
of Harriet- Lane, und when the parts of it, 
which had been buried, were found, Wuin. • 
wright's relations with the woman wero 
unravelled and his reuson for the crimo 
made clear. He wus tried for murder and 
hanged at Newgate on December 21, 187, r >. 
William, the brother, who committed sui- 
cide today, wus suspected to have had u 
bund in the murder. 



HAWAIIAN POLITICS. 

The Ministry Refuse to Resign and Retain 
Their Seats. 

HONOLULU, Sept. 22. — During the de- 
bate in tho Legislature on September 14 on 
the resolution of wunt of confidence in the 
Ministry, a sensation was caused by Repre- 
sentative Thurston declaring that one of 
the nobles had been spirited away and wan 
confined in a palace. A motion to adjourn 
to the 15th wus put and lost, amid consid- 
erable confusion. Further arguments were 
indulged in, tho opposition, represented by 
Representatives Wilcox, Bush, Smith und 
others, insinuating that tho Cabinet wus re- 
sponsible for tho nbseuce of Noble Kanoa. 
Minister Neumann said thut any statement 
made of connection of the Cabinet with 
Noblo Kunou's absence was an in- 
famous falsehood. An adjournment 
was finally hud until the next day, 
when u further wur of words wuh 
indulged in. A vote on the want 
of confidence resolution wus not reached un- 
til lute on the afternoon of the 15th. They 
were found to he 24 in favor to 21 against 
tho resolution, the Ministers not voting. 
The President ruled that live wus tho ncccs- 
Bary majority to oust the Ministry, and im- 
mediately afterward left the ohair, declar- 
ing tho House adjourned. A scene of tho 
wildest confusion followed, Representative 
Wilcox fiercely denouncing tho Ministers uu 
ungentlemanly, shameless und devoid of any 
senso of honor. The Ministers left tho 
House, not, however, before Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Hurker had challenged Wil- 
cox to fight. The House finally adjourned 
for luck of a quorum. An appeal was tuken 
from the decision of the chair to the Supreme 
Court, und they, on Monday last, rendered 
their decision upholding President Walker, 
and thus permitting tho Ministers to retain 
their seats. They are still there, und the 
regular business of tho Assembly is now be- 
ing conducted slowly, but properly,

Ho is charged with taking, keeping, 
retaining and clinging to §10,000, which 
was deposited with him to bind the bar 
gain in the purchaso of the Pontiac, Ox 
ford and North railroad, a Michigan 
lino 100 miles in length, which Mr. C. T 
Gregory began the purchase of about 
two years ago through Dangorfield. 

The trade held lire, 1 believe, and so 
tho depositors one day asked Isaac to' re 
turn tho §10,000, but ho had put it into 
a team or something and so claimed that 
tho money wa3 forfeited. Ho has had 
tho money now two years, and was hop 
ing that some ono else would come along 
and forfeit a like sum before cold weather 
came on. 

Isaac at ono time published the 
speeches of Emory A. Storrs, of Chicago, 
in book form, but tho widow did not get 
anything in return except social recogni- 
tion by Mr. Dangorfield, whose manners 
are easy and lluent. 

Later on he published a book for mo 
in an ungrarded moment and has cor- 
responded with me ever since in a light, 
airy and graceful Btyle, which has been 
a great help to me. When I began to 
correspond with him my style was rather 
heavy and labored, but after the first 
two years people noticed that I was get- 
ting a command of language that indi- 
cated deep thought and mobility. 

Socially Mr. Danger-field is ambitious, 
and ho may bo found at all times hob- 
nobbing with his superiors in a bright 
and cheery way. When ho began to 
publish my book, I got tho refusal of a 
good cow here where I live, paying live 
dollars for the option and promising to 
pay the balance on receipt of Mr. Dan- 
gerfield's check. 

Wo arc still without milk ! 

Mr. Dangertield is well fitted to shine 
in society, but in a business way he is 
erratic, conservative and past finding out. 
Ho entertains with a lavisli hand, mussing 
around in the salad and while you wait, 
a style of mayonnaise dressing that should 
teach us not to cling too closely to life, 
but rather to be ready at all times calmly 
to accept our doom, such as it is, and 
give a receipt for same. 

Dangorfield is not his real name, but I 
have it on file for tho use of those who 
contemplate dealing' with him. 

Branscomb Ruth, of Mudhaven, Mass., 
writes to ask for information. "Can 
you," he goes on to say, "tell mo if you 
ever traveled among the people of Deled 
El Mehgreb ? I am quite a student of 
those and kindred races and am also 
passionately fond of paleolithic and neo- 
lithic remains. Tell me all you know 
regarding this people and their country. 
I am teaching this season, hoping to get 
the means to visit that region i'i a few- 
years. God knows that 1 would not 
teach a summer school here at Mudhaven 
and try to do right at eighteen dollars 
pur mo. if 1 did not have hopes of seeing 
the world and writing a book upon it;" 

You will succeed, Branscomb, if you 
press on, and you will no doubt see tho 
world and write a book upon ono sido of 
it at least. 1 have taught a summer 
school myself and know how tedious it 
is. At the age of eighteen years and 
threo months 1 taught a country school 
composed largely of youth and middle 
aged peoplo. I taught in the English 
language, and tried at eventido to learn 
the violin by means of a pamphlet, I 
am still proficient in tho English lan- 
guage, and last month while paying a 
visit to New York, remembering what a 
great violinist once did, 1 took tho bow 
from the hands of a blind musician at 
tho depot who had bean permitted to 
play there, but who had not heard the 
plunk of a penny in his poor old hat all 
day. 

With a great, gulp of joy I took tho 
bow from his trembling and as I may say 
nobbing hand. As ho could not see me, 



of course ho did not know that a con- 
siderable of a virtuoso had tho instru- 
ment. In fact, as he afterward told mo, 
he did not know mo from Adam's ofF ox. 
Running my lingers carelessly along the 
finger board to see if tho gamute was all 
right, I put some rozzum on tho bow, 
meanwhile looking about over the sea of 
upturned dry goods boxes with a storn 
but beautiful side expression, and then 
sweeping the strings with long, earnest 
strokes 1 soon struck into tho smooth 
cadences of "II Trovatoro" and "Come, 
Thou Fount of Every Blessing," arranged 
for mo by Chubb, the fishing rod man.

Need I add that it was Corbett, tho 
trimmer and copal varnUher of my fellow 
author, .John L. Sullivan ? 

They had come there to see him. Ac- 
cording to the report made by a very well 
known paleolithic expert of France, 
there are abundant signs of paleolithic 
men all over that country. Tho region 
is west of tho Nile and toward the south- 
oast corner of that bolt of virgin real 
eastate known as the Desert of Sahara. 

M. Chatelier says that tho spoor of 
paleolithic man points to the oxistenco of 
human beings here in the quaternary 
period, and even back of that at a time 
when the distribution of land and waters 
was far different and when tho Desert of 
Sahara was a little streak of sand where 
the Egyptians came to get material for 
plastering. An old limekiln is still on 
tho ground, though some claim it is a 
royal tomb or sarcophagus bed. 

Tho scientist says very truly, 1 think, 
and 1 am borne out in this opinion by my 
fellow scientist, Tuivk Brady, author of 
" Ten Groggy Goes and Ten Seconds of 
Silence," a book that had a largo sale 
while Tunk was popular, but is now out 
of print, that "tho paleolithic man ap- 
pears to have been succeeded without a 
hiatus by neolithic communities who de- 
veloped to a high degree of perfection the 
art of making stone implements." As 
there are no whiskers found in any of the 
graves it is presumed by Huxley and 1 
that these men perfected tho stone razor 
to such a degree that even the king made 
all kinds of excuses to leave the throne 
in order to bo shaved twice per day. 

M. Chatelier also says that " tho most 
striking features of tho preh storieal re- 
mains are tho megalithic structures — the 
dolmans, tho menhirs, tho cromlechs, the 
trilithons, stone circles, etc.— which are 
abundantly scattered over tho soil from 
Fez, in Morocco, to tho Tripolitan chat- 
eaux." 

Unfortunately 1 did not know this un- 
til 1 had furnished my house. I would 
havo been pleased to look over a few of 
thoso myself. 

Discovery 7 of Roman co'vs in somo of 
these dolmans shows, ho says, that they 
may havo been contemporary with the 
old so-tlers of Deled El Mehgreb ; also 
that a coin pocket in tho dolman has al- 
ways been regarded as a safe place to keep 
money from tho hand of man. 

Similar megalithic remains have been 
found in Palestine and away back in tho 
early history of tho cavo bear, the three 
toed horse and tho old settlers of Islip.

Tho Amorites also left megalithic remains 
and two or threo Cornish jokes still bear- 
ing the marks of the clumsy atone imple- 
ment with which they woro hewn out. 

It must bo a areat comfort to thoso 
people to know that they havo been suc- 
cessful in leaving megalithic remains. 
Washington awoke one morning to find 
himself tho father of his country, but he 
left no megalithic remains. Columbus 
discovered tho country of which Wash- 
ington in a number of well chosen le- 
marks officially became tho father, but 
oven Chris left no megalithic remains 
which would resist tho elements and tho 
over zoalous tooth of Time. 

What may wo learn from this 1 

One hundred dollars in cash or farm 
produce will bo given to the first ono who 
discovers what wo should loam from this. 

I wrote to a paper once tint was trying 
to boom its circulation by offering $1,000 
to the first one who should write tho, cor- 
rect solution of a rebus published in thin 
paper and inclose ono dollar also for sub- 
scription. Tho editor sent mo a letter in 
which lie said that my solution was cor- 
roct, as also were many others. But un- 
fortunately his wife, being right handy to

Another correspondent writes from 
Star Prairie, "Wis., to ask regarding a 
question of law, as follows : " Would you 
mind taking the time to answer, publicly 
or privately, as you may ohooso, for tho 
benefit of a young law student, whether 
or nut the oystor is, as a matter of fact, 
real estate or personal property ?" 

Oysters running wild or in a stato of 
nature are neither personal property nor 
real estate, but upon becoming domesti- 
cated and put to bed, as I may say, they 
are ruled by the New Jersey court ol 
chancery to be real estate, and subject to 
tho laws regulating f ho taxation and alien- 
ation of real estate. 

Judgo Piorco, of Ellsworth, Pierce 
county, Wis., and Judge Hough, of New 
Richmond, St. Croix county, havo both 
held that tho oystor itself may bo and 
often is real estate, but that tho oyster 
bed is personal property and may pass 
without regard to the statute of limita- 
tions or the laws regarding tho alienation 
of realty. 

The statutes under Justin'iUn held that 
tho oyster plant while growing was real 
estate, but when detached from tho realty 
it became personal property, while the 
oyster bod in this case, or tho oyster 
plant bed, becomes real estate. 

Then comes the question of taxation of 
the oyster bed. Shall we regard it as 
furniture or farm? These questions 
havo puzzled greater legal minds than 
mine, and John Randolph and Daniel 
Webster went down to their graves not 
knowing whether the oyster bed should 
face the north or bo made up with tho 
oyster's head toward the engine. 

Another correspondent asks to know if 
cholera is known to exist in North Caro- 
lina, and also whether the great hand to 
hand combat between Miss Lottie Collins 
and the soft shell crabbers of Fire Island 
will be renewed in the future.

C, turns out to havo been brought on by 
the uso of medicated watermelon with 
chemicals in it which had been admin- 
istered by these fair hands., It grew in 
my patch, and so 1 felt free to manipulate 
it as I saw tit. 

Tho man is now out of danger, but has 
been quarantined till I can get my bull- 
dog to givo up his pants— not tho bull- 
dog's pants, but the man's pants. 

The trouble at Fire Island on the 13th 
and 14th of September was rather dis- 
graceful, but resulted from the fact that 
our government is not quite despotic 
enough in case of emergency. Tho pop- 
ular clamor of lslip, which turned out to 
be tho unpopular clamor of Constable 
Hook, would have gone to Siberia for 
life if ho had not acted in a cholera coun- 
try as he did here.

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THE N0IITIIF1ELD MURDER 

Still Shrouded in Mystery find No 
Direct Eridence Obtainable 
of the Assassin. 

The Prisoner; Dominic Taraniello, Tak- 
en to the Scene of the Tragedy 
for Identification. 



The Northfield tragedy ia stilt enshroud- 
ed in mystery. Who the assassin was, 
what his motive, and how !iu accomplished 
the crime, aro yet matters which the auth- 
eriticB are not able to decide upon. 

Id haa been ascertained that a Nanaimo 
store keener Dallied Langton sold a knife to 
a stranger on Wednesday evening, . only a 
few hours before the murder wa" i:;itted. 
He (Liugton) says lie took a good look at 
his strange customer and thinks he would be 
able to identify him again; but this remains 
to be seen. The production of tho knife 
with which the cutting was done and its 
identification as the one which was bought 
on \\ ednesday evening would bu good evi- 
dence, but it i3 lacking, and in tho mean- 
time all the statements are theoretical. 

Officer McNeill yesterday took tho pris- 
oner Dominic Taranitl'o to Northfield; but, 
up to late last night, there was no fresh in- 
formation aa to identification, etc. He still 
maintains his innocence, and in fact claims 
absolute ignorance of the affair except in so 
far as he id aware that the woman ho mar- 
ried was reported to him to have been 
" crooked," and it was with the deceased 
that his wife was living. Vet no one saw 
him and it will, indeed, bo difficult to 
identify him or prove anything against him 
except on circumstantial evidence. In the 
meantime further developments arc awaited 
with more than ordinary interest. 

The principal evidence given during tho 
progress of tho coroner's inquest was the 
following by Second Cavallero, of North- 
field, a coal miner. He said : 

"I live at Northfield, in the Oounty of 
Nanaimo. I saw the man lying in the coffin 
and which was shown to the jury. I knew 
the man, he was my brother, I saw him 
last ulivo just before lie died. He was dying 
when I saw him; that was yesterday morn- 
ing, the 29th of September, at 9 o'clock. 
Previous to yesterday he was in goodhoalth. 
The night before last (the 28th of Septem- 
ber) I was in Belgian street in Northfield, 
in a cabin, talking with another person, 
when I heard some women crying or sliout- 
iug out. I went out and ran up to them to 
sec what was the matter, and found that 
they were calling for me, and they told me 
that my brother had been stabbed. They 
told me where he was lying in the street. I 
picked him up and helped him down the 
street. When I went up to my brother first 
he said, 'I have been stabbed with a knife.' 
After taking my brother into my house, I 
went up for Dr. Campbell. My brother 
was bleeding heavily all this tirno and his 
bowels were hanging out and supported in 
one hand. Dr. Campbell came back with 
mo and attended to my brother. The de- 
ceased told me, after Dr. Campbell arrived, 
that he (the deceased) would never get 
better or get well any more. I 
am positivo ho said this, and that 
he fully believed he was dying. 
Ho told mo that he was going to die sure. 
He said that he was going to die suro as he 
was getting worse every minute. He told 
mo how to divide his property and to give a 
certain quantity to each of his brothers. 
He was a Roman Catholic, but did not use 
any prayers or pray himself before he died. 
Before his death and at the time the de- 
ceased made a statement of how the stabbing 
occurred, he, the deceased, waa sane, con- 
scious and aware of hia approaching death. 
I am sure of that. 

" The statement of the deceased to me 
waa this : That about 10 or 15 minutes 
after 9 o'clock on the night of the 28th of 
September he heard a knock at hia door. 
The deceased then said that he asked who 
waa there but nobody answered. He said 
ho heard tho knock again, and that he 
asked once more who was there but nobody 
answered. The deceased then said that he 
got out of bed, went to the door and 
opened it, and just aa soon as he opened the 
door somebody stabbed him. After he was 
slabbed the deceased said that he drew back- 
wards and the man passed him and wont 
into the bedroom. When the deceased 
saw this man go into the bedroom he 
said that he (deceased) went out of the house 
and ran aa far as the street and round the 
corner. I don't know the name of the per- 
son who livea there. The deceased said that 
when he reached the street ho fell at the 
place where I picked him up. The deceased 
told me that from the manner in which the 
mini acted in going into the bedroom after 
■tabbing him that it was Dominie Taraniello 
who cut him. The deceased told me besides 
that the general appearance of the man, in 
figuro and in height, was exactly similar to 
that of Dominic Taraniello. 

" I knew Dominic. I saw him last a long 
time ago at a dance; at No. 6of the Welling- 
ton collieries. The reason that my brother 
believed that it waa Dominie Taraniello who 
Blabbed him waa from the fact of his passing 
him and going into the bedroom ; this made 
him Buspieious of Dominie, because he 
(the deceased) was to have left that 
morning if he had not been cut, 
for Seattle to marry her on his arrival 
there. The deceased and Dominic never bad 
any trouble previous to this. Dominic Taran- 
iello was said to have gone to Alaska, and ho 
had heard nothing of his return. My 
brother had been living with Taranieilo's wife 
a month and a half or two months previous 
to the cutting. When tho stabbing took 

Elaco Dominic Taranieilo's wife waa said to 
ein Seattle. She went over there to fry and 
get a divorce and then marry my brother 
(tho deceased)." 

To the foreman : "Nobody, as far as 1 
know, besides my brother, saw the man wdio 
stabbed him." 

It will be seen by tho above that not 
even the murdered man was able to state 
positively who the assassin was. If Dom- 
inic can produce the man who he sa\s 
slept with him on Wednesday night at the 
California Hotel, then the alibi will be 
established, unless there is proof positive 
that the prisoner was seen in Nanaimo or 
Northfield at the timo he claims to have 
been hero. The more enquiry the author- 
ities make the more mist gathers about the 
occurrence; yet at almost any time there 
may be something turn up which will clear- 
ly indicate who ia the guilty party.

Unfavorable Wetitlier Interfered Some- 
what With the Attendance on 
tho Closiiifir Day. 



General Approval of the Proposal to 
CliaiiR-Q tho Time of Hold- 
ing' the Show. 



The Provincial Exhibition came to a closo 
last evening. Tho fifth day proved a dis- 
appointment, threatened rain interfering 
with the attendance, which wus the smallest 
yet. Thoso who were present, however, 
thoroughly' enjoyed themselves, in viewing 
tho fine collection of exhibits, listening to 
the cheerful music of the band, or watching 
the horse racing, which, as will be seen 
from the report elsewhere, proved very in- 
teresting indeed. 

The paying of pri/.es commenced yester- 
day, and the treasurer, Mr. G. A. McTavish, 
was consequently very fully employed. The 
exhibitors as a whole are well pleased with 
their experience on the grounds, and it is 
safe to say that the consideration shown for 
their comfort this year, will have a good 
effect upon the next exhibition. 

The proceedings at tho annual meeting, 
fully recorded in the Colonist of yesterday, 
were the subject of general conversation, 
and the determination to change the date of 
holding tho fair in future to early in Aug- 
ust, seemed to meet with hearty approval 
on all sides. The force of the objection 
urged against the present date, that the 
Association are at the mercy of tho weather, 
waa well illustrated at this exhibition', sun- 
shine and shower alternating with provoking 
uncertainty. Tuesday, when the judging was 
in progress, and the public were not ad- 
mitted, was perhaps the finest of the week. 
Wednesday, rain put an effectual damper 
upon tho formal opening proceedings. Thurs- 
day, tho most important, was fortun- 
ately all that could be desired in tho 
matter of weather, and Friday also 
was well favored. But yesterday, which 
the half holiday and tho attractions 
offered should have made the second in im- 
portance, waa effectually spoiled by the 
threatened rain, though the actual fall was 
not heavy. "Wo have to trust to luck," 
said one director, speaking on tho subject, 
"and this year the luck has been against us. 
All connected with the Association havo 
done their beat, and we have made the ex- 
hibition an artistic success, if if ia not 
financially what might have been expected." 

Last evening the Victoria City Band gave 
tho last of tin; series of pleasant concerts 
which have added so much to the enjoyment 
of all visitors. 

The work of removing the live stock com- 
menced in tho afternoon, and by nightfall 
tho sheds were depopulated. The re- 
mainder of the exhibits will be removed on 
Monday, and the work of ridding up the 
place will be immediately proceeded with. 
By the close of tho week the sixteenth an- 
nual exhibition of the British Columbia 
Agricultural Association will have become 
a thing of the paat, and an object of happy 
memory to the great body of thoso associ- 
ated with the undertaking.

Further, what an impetus 
to many trades would follow — what in- 
creased employment fur a variety of arti- 
sans, what a tone of refinement and civiliza- 
tion to the province, what felicitous variety 
to city life. To any longer — under any pro- 
text — emulate the economic free house, 
light and fuel style of itinerant tinkers, 
seems on every ground to bo beneath the 
dignity of respectable citizenship, and u 
transparent humbug withal so far us any 
real enjoyment is supposed to exist. f.

The business of the Colonist 
in all its departments will be conducted as 
liberally, and with as sincere a desiro to 
accommodate its patrons, as ib has been 
hitherto, the management being unchanged. 



THE EXHIBITION. 

Tho exhibition this year, considering the 
circumstances under which it was held, has 
been a surprising success. It was not until 
late in the season that it was believed to he 
possihlo to get up an exhibition this year at 
all. The prevalence of the smallpox and 
tho panic which it created, mado it quito 
probable that travel would not be resumed 
and that business would not return to its 
wonted channels this year. This, of itself, 
was a great drawback. Then when the 
preparations were commenced and tho 
prospect brightened, the power house was 
burned down and there seemed but a poor 
chance of tho injury done being repaired 
• sufficiently to allow the cars to run 
before it would bo too lato to 
have tho exhibition, and it could 
easily be seen that without the 
tramway the exhibition could not possibly 
bo successful. But the Board of Manage- 
ment were not to be discouraged. They 
wero determined not to allow the year 1S9'J 
to pass without an exhibition, and they 
went about making their arrangements ener 
getieally. The farmers, manufacturers, gar- 
deners and others cordially co-operated with 
them to as great un extent us, on the whole, 
could bo expected. And the outcome of 
their combined efforts was an exhibition 
better than any that has yet been held in 
the province, and one that British Columbia 
has good reason to be proud of. The num- 
ber and tho variety of tho exhibits wero a 
surprise to all who took into consideration 
the extreme youth of tho province and the 
number of its inhabitants. Tho show of 
manufactures particularly was most en- 
couraging, and the display made by other 
branches of industry was, considering tho 
many drawbacks and discouragements which 
all concerned had to contend with, really 
surprising. 

Tho determination arrived at by the Asso- 
ciation to have tho exhibition next year 
earlier in the season was, in our opinion, a 



wise one. Tho best time for a holiday, all 
will have to admit, is in the holiday season, 
ind tho province is about tho 10th of 
\ugust in as favorable a position to make a 
good show of its products, natural and man- 
ufactured, as at any other Boason of the 
year. We fully expeot, therefore, that next 
year's exhibition will, in oveiy respect, far 
surpass any before held in the province. 
Intending exhibitors will, wo trust, begin 
their preparations early. They should do 
this rather for tho honor of tho province 
and to make its capabilities known to the 
world, than for the money and oilier prizes 
they may hope to gain. Public spirit and 
pride of country should impel them to make 
tho province appear to tho best advantage 
at its annual show. 

Tho President of tho Association and ila 
Board of Management are entitled to every 
credit for thi ir disinterested exertions in 
getting up this year's exhibition, and we 
feel quito certain that they will make every 
effort to give the province, next year, as 

line an exhibition as its varied resources 
will permit. 



THE HIGHEST LA W. 

Whenever tho Times attempt) to expound 
tho law or to pass an opinion on its intent 
and purpose, it is sure to shoiV both its 
ignorance of the principles of law and its 
want of reasoning power. It now professes 
to be indignant that the Attorney-General 
should pretend that "tho Health Act passed 
prior to the Municipal Act authorizes the 
suspension by an order in Council of an im- 
portant section of a moro recent measure, 
when the municipal acts of a series of years 
have repealed all statutes inconsistent with 
or repugnant to them." It also characterizes 
the Health Act as an obsolete enactment of 
a defunct form of legislature." 

These, it must be remembered, are tho 
dicta, not of a lawyer who has made a repu- 
tation for himself ut tho bar, but of an 
amateur, who takes a delight in dabbling 
in the law, and who appears to think 
that because he can talk almost as learnedly 
as Dogberry he should bo taken as an oracle 
on legal questions. The simple and tho 
proper course for the Times to take in such 
a matter is to consult a lawyer of standing 
and then publish his opinion on the points 
it attempts to discuss, not as its own, but 
as coming from a professional man of good 
repute. Such an opinion from such a man 
would be worthy of respect, but it seems to 
us that the opinion of tho Times' amateur is 
not worth a straw. 

It is quite evident that the Health Act 
was enacted to meet an emergency which 
every community since .the formation of 
society has had to face, and which every 
Government, as long as human affairs re- 
main as they are, will have to provide 
against. It, therefore, can never really bo- 
come "obsolete." Tho time will never 
como when men will not ho required to 
guard^ against somo form of plague in some 
way. 

It docs not require /ery deep thought to 
see that the Health Act is founded upon a 
principle which men have for ages acknowl- 
edged to bo beyond controversy, 
sound. It is this: "The public 
safety is the highest law." When immi- 
nent danger threatens tho public, it is the 
first duty of tho state to guard against it 
in every way, and at any cost. It must not 
suffer the law, or even men's most cherished 
rights, to stand in the way of securing the 
public safety. So general and so natural is 
this principle that men act upon it almost 
instinctively. When, for instance, a town 
is in danger from fire, men do not hesitate 
to do what, under other circumstances, 
would bo tho most flagrant violation of law. 
Those engaged in extinguishing the fire 
without a scruple, break into a man's 
premises, use his property, and, if tho con- 
flagration becomes serious enough they do 
not hesitate to pull down or to blow up his 
house in order to prevent its spreading. 
No one protests against this, for tho very 
sufficient reason that the safety of the 
public requires tho destruction of the valu- 
able property. 

All this and a great deal more is dono 
when property only is in danger, but when 
a community is threatened with a visitation 
of a contagious and deadly disease, life, 
which is the dearest possession of mankind, 
is menaced. If privato rights ure not al- 
lowed to stand in the way of the work of 
extinguishing a fire they surely should not 
be suffered to hamper a Government in its 
efforts to save life. 

Everyone must see that the law which is 
enacted wilh the speciai object of keeping 
off deadly disease, and of regulating the 
community in which it gets a foothold, must 
of necessity givo those engaged in the work 
of life preservation moat extensive powers, 
They must not be hindered in that work, 
and every member of the community must 
bo compelled to do what they consider the 
public safety requires. Neither laws nor 
privato interests should bo permitted to im- 
pede tho health authorities or to placo ob- 
stacles in their way. 

These cm^iderations show the foolishness 
and tho shallowness of tho Times in speak- 
ing of tho Health Act as an ordinary sta- 
tute. It is an extraordinary law, enacted 
to meot an extraordinary emergency

—"a desperate remedy for a desperate dis- 
ease." It, for tho time being, and for the 
purpose of preserving the public health, 
makes the Government despotic. It trans- 
forms, as long as it is in operation, limited 
authority into arbitrary power. To com- 
plain of its invading private rights and 
superseding public bodies is therefore most 
unreasonable. It was to invade privato 
rights and to override tho authority of in- 
ferior legislative and executive bodies that 
it was enacted. If ordinary power, exer- 
cised by tho regular authorities, were suffi- 
cient to meot tho emergency and to ward oil' 
tho threatened danger there would be no 
need of a Health Act. But the citizens of 
Victoria, with tho experience they have 
had, would, wo aro very sure, be most un- 
willing to trust tho regular authorities, hav- 
ing no othor than their ordinary powers, 
with the work of stamping out the small- 
pox or keeping out tho cholera, unel dealing 
with it if it should mako its appearanco in 
the province. 

A STUPENDOUS UNDERTAKING. 

Every one is ready to admit that the 
World's Fair is a stupendous enterprise, 
but very fow have anything liko a clear 
idea of its BtupondousnciS. The volumes of 
description of the Fair grounds, the Fair 
buildings and the arrangements that are 
being made for the accomodation of the 
millions of visitors who aro expected to 
visit Chicago and the Fair next year, givo 
one hut a very hazy notion of the greatness 
and the grandeur of tho Exposition. Per- 
haps tho best way of forming an intelligent 
opinion of tho vastness of tho undertaking 
is to consider carefully what it is going to 
cost, and even then one despairs of getting 
anything liko an adequate conception of the 
proportions of the World's Fair. 

A building with grounds which C03ts ono 
million of dollars is regarded by ordinary 
people as something almost, if not altogether, 
magnificent. The edifice which costs ten 
millions of dollars to build and furnish must 
bo indeed grand, inside and out. Twenty 
millions of dollars, ono would think, ought 
to build a handsome city. Well, this 
World's Fair is calculated to cost those who 
have undertaken to build it, u great deal 
more than twenty millions of dollars. It is 
estimated that beforo tho World's Colum- 
bian Exposition is putingood working order, 
the compauy that builds it and runs it will 
have contracted liabilities to the extent of 
thirty-eight millions of dollars. 

This is not a calculation made by somo 
amateur who cannot have an accurate 
knowledge of the affairs of tho company, 
hut the conclusion arrived at by Mr. 
Ackennan, the auditor who has access to, 
and who has closely examined, all tho 
accounts of tho huge concern. That official 
estimates the liabilities of tho company as 
follows : Capital stock, city bonds and 
exposition bonds, §1-1,000,000; construc- 
tion, 810,000,000; operation, §4,000,000; 
total, $37,600,000. 

It will be asked how in tho world do the 
projectors of the Fair expect to recoup them- 
selves for this immense outlay ? Mr. Acker- 
man makes no secret of their expectations. 
He estimates receipts to he : Capital stock, 
$5,600,000; city bonds, $5,000,000; Exposi- 
tion bonds, $4,000,000; congressional appro- 
priation, plus premium on souvenir half- 
dollars, $5,000,000; gate receipts, $12,000,- 
000; salvage, §1,000,000; ceremonies, S150,- 
000; admissions from now until May I, 
$350,000; privileges, §5,000,000; total, §38,- 
100,000. Thus we see Mr. Ackennun 
expects that tho Company will be able to 
puy every dollar it owe3 and have a net 
profit left of nearly ten per cent, on tho 
capital stock. 

There is, as tho reader sees, a very largo 
element of speculation in Mr. Ackernian's 
calculation. How, for instance, docs ho 
know that the gate receipts will amount to 
twelve millions of dollars, or anything like 
twelve millions ': Many things may occur 
to spoil his calculation and transform his 
estimated profit into actual loss. Tho 
cholera, for instance, may revive in New 
York next summer and eauao foreigners 
of all nations to shun the United Stated ; a 
war may break out between the 
United States and some maritime 
power which will mako taking a voyage 
across tho Atlantic a very risky piece of 
business. What is moio likely than that 
tho projectors may havo greatly overesti- 
mated tho desire of the people of other coun- 
tries to visit America, in order to see what 
civilization has done for the western hemi- 
sphere? Many such conditions and events, 
unforeseen and unthought of, may spoil 
their plans and ruin their project. The 
ribks they run and tho chances they lake 
are almost as immense as I he project itself. 
When everything is taken into consider- 
ation, it ia impossible not to admire tho 
onorgy and the enterprise of tho men who 
would engage in so vast an undertaking. 
Before tho gates of tho Exposition uro 
opened for the admission of visitors the 
Company must have expended considerably 
moro than thirty-three millions of dollars. 
When this i3 considered, tho intelligent 
reador will see that tho World's Fair must 
indeed bo an immense affair.

A Case Where a Kltclien Servant Solved a 
Mystery. 

(Copyright, 1882, by CharlBS B, Levris.l 

While the dotoctive ta ent of the pres- 
ent day is immeasurably keener arid 
brighter than that of twenty-five yoirs 
ago, it is by no means' able to cope with 
all the strango, queer tilings which dovol- 
op in criminal cases. 1 moan in what 
may be termed the side issues to the main 
clow ill the caso. For instance, a ques- 
tion much discussed in the Borden case 
at Fall River was vliuther a stranger 
could have entered and left the house 
without being seen. Every one knowing 
tho situation of all'.iirs oil the day of the 
double murder is at least sceptical on this 
point. Not an .official connected with the 
case bolioves it possible. If reduced to 
chances thoro would not be mflrc than 
ono chance in a hundred of a stranger es- 
caping unseen. 

What was known in Scotland twenty 
years ago as " tho Hawick ciiso" was a 
good illustration of how criminals some- 
times take desperate chaticos and win. 
Hasvick is a town in southern Scotland 
and right among the mountains. There 
is a sanitarium a couple of miles out of 
tho town much resorted to by people in 
tho first stages 'of consumption. As a 
rule all such patients arc people of means. 
Among those who arrived there in July, 
1871, was an English girl named Edith 
Bailey, whose father was a wealthy Lon- 
doner and a widower. A maid named 
Sarah Andrews accompanied her. Amer- 
icans who were staying at Hawick at the 
timo pronounced Miss Bailey unusually 
handsome and attractive. A London 
physician had said that her left lung was 
slightly affected, but) so far as outward 
appearances went she was in perfect 
health. After a week, everybody knew 
her by sight. She would perhaps have 
boon recognized at a distance on foot or 
in a carriage sooner than anyone else 
about tho place. 

Among tho men employed about tho 
grounds was a young man named George 
Adair. Ho was twenty years old, hardly 
able to read or write, and was not con- 
sidered either wise or cunning. He fell 
in love with Miss Bailey at lirst sight, but 
though she afterward remembered of his 
acting queorly on occasions she had not 
tho slightest suspicion of the real state of 
tho case. Nor had anyone else, for that 
matter, for Adair had more cunning than 
they gave him credit for. He realized 
that the young lady was so far above him 
in tho social scale "tlnit he had nothing to 
hope for without he could secure some 
unusual advantage. As he afterward con- 
fessed, and was no doubt honest in his 
statements and beliefs, ho determined to 
abduct and imprison her and hopo she 
would learn to lovo him when she realized 
how much he loved her. Tho idea was 
absurd, of course, but all believed him 
honest in entertaining it. Two miles 
away in the mountains was an old drift or 
tunnel which had been driven for a dis- 
tance of forty foot and then abandoned. 
Tho entrance was hidden by vines and 
bushes, and everybody about tho neigh- 
borhood seemed to have forgotten the 
place. In the course of a week, going to 
and fro only at night, Adair conveyed 
bedding, two chairs, a stand, a mirror 
and other articles of furniture to the tun- 
nel or cave, together with a quantity of 
provisions. Everything was taken from 
the sanitarium, and yet no one discover- 
ed him at work. For a mile, going and 
coming, he had to pass over a much tra- 
velled highway, but no one afterward 
came forward to say that they had en- 
countered him. A man carrying a chair 
ought to attract observation ami be re- 
membered, but Adair seemed ts have 
dodged everybody. 

Tho abduction was attended by the 
same good luck. During an afternoon 
Miss Bailey walked up the road about a 
mile, accompanied by her maid. They 
then sat down in the shade of a largo 
rock, but after perhaps half an hour Miss 
Bailey fell asleep and the maid carefully 
got up and began gathering a bouquet. 
As they left the sanitarium Adair was 
mowing weeds in a field up the road, but 
neither of the women observed him. He 
followed after them, keeping in the fields 
and determined to take advantage of any 
opportunity. He even thought at ono 
time of carrying oil' both girls, but finally 
decided that the load would bo too great 
for him. Sarah was uot over 201) feet 
away, though out oil' sight, when Adair 
crept up to the sleeping girl, passed his 
folded handkerchief qver her mouth and 
tied it, and by the tiin'c she was awake he 
was carrying her oil in his arms. She 
naturally enough cried out and struggled, 
but her cries were muffled, and hor 
strength taken away by the surprise of 
tho moment. Adair carried her across an 
open field forty rods wide, and yet a boy 
at work at tho north end of it, eighty rods 
away, did not see him. A sportsman at 
tho south end, about us far away, was 
looking about for game, and yet he was 
as blind as the boy, The maid returned 
to find her mistress gone, and though 
surprised at tho fact she argued that Miss 
Bailey had returned to tho sanitarium. 
She took her own time about getting 
thoro, and it was I! o'clock before there 
was any general inquiry. It was after 
dark before anyone was sent out, and 
next day noon before the search began in 
earnost. 

In nearly every criminal case of mo- 
ment tho detectives waste time by follow- 
ing clews given them by persons who lirst 
"guess" or " believe" and then know for 
certain. In this case the maid wanted to 
oxculpato herself, No one would have 
blamed her, but she feared that result, 
and so she " guessed" that a vehicle came 
along the road while she was wandering 
about, and that Miss Bailey went for a 
ride. After " guessing" a few times she 
was sure that she heard the rattle of 
wheols and caught sight of a white horae 
through tho trees and bushes She also 
heard talking and laughing. Adair was 
sent to tho village and another person up 
tho road, but nothing was to be heard of 
tho missing girl. No ono was seriously 
alarmed until two nights had passed. 
Then it was plain enough to all that there 
waB a mystery to ho solved. The police 
wore called in and every means exhaust- 
ed to discover what had become of Miss 
Bailey. Adair was among those ques- 
tioned. All do had to say was that ho 
saw tho two girls go up tho road. ll 
Sarah had stuck to tho simple truth it 
would have shortened the search, even if 
it had not led to discoveries, livery ono 
on the caso got a false start. They woro 



led to boliovo thure was a man and a horse 
and carb mixed up with it. Sarah had 
heard no outcry. It was therefore argued 
that Miss Bailey had entered tho vehicle" 
of hor own froo will, and that the driver 
was an acquaintance at least. It was not 
until the road loading north had been 
soarched for a distance of thirty miles, 
and until wagohoors, farmers and land- 
lords all along wore suro that no such rig 
had passed that Bailey was telegraphed 
for and a detective came up from Scot- 
laud Yard. 

Something had happened during the 
interval to deepen the myitory. Miss 
Bailey's room had been plundered of hor 
tcunk and clothing. Tho maid occupied 
a room adjoining and yet some ono had 
come by night and removed the articles 
without raising the slightest alarm. Most 
of the clothing was hanging up. Tho gar- 
ments had been taken down and .placed in 
the trunk, and tho trunk carried down a 
pair of stairs, through t wo halls and out 
of tho back door. They knew it must 
have been by the hack door because it 
was found unlocked and a strange key 
broken in the lock. Until ..the father ar- 
rived it was generally believed that the 
girl had lied with a lover who had follow- 
ed on after her. lie soon dispelled thai 
belief, and then the professional detective 
was told to go to work. You will wonder 
where he could make a beginning. He 
started with Sarah, the maid. While he 
did not believe her guilty of conspiracy, 
he was satisfied that she had either told 
too much or too little. She stuck out for 
a day or two, but finally related just what, 
had occurred. She had neither seen i.or 
heard anything. She had been absent 
from ten to lifteen minutes. I'pon her 
return Miss Bailey was nowhere to be 
seen. On tile ground was the book she 
had been reading before she fell asleep, 
and near by was her fan. Sarah had 
" forgotten" to speak of these things be- 
fore. The detective was soon satisfied 
that tho whole thing was the work rt 
some daring villain, and as Mr. Bailey 
was a very wealthy man it was natural to 
conclude that his daughter had been ab- 
ducted in order to extort a large ransom. 
The man who carried her oil' also carried 
her trunk from tho sanitarium. If he 
was not going to hold her several weeks 
somewhere, why tho need of extra cloth- 
ing '. And yet tho idea of such a crime 
being perpetrated in Scotland almost par- 
alyzed him and made him doubt his own 
conclusions. 

Detectives who have to go groping 
through a caso make their hits by acci- 
dent. When this ono had reasoned out 
an abduction ho jumpted to the conclu- 
sion that Miss Bailey had boon carried to 
the Cheviot hills, twenty miles to the 
south, and was concealed in some lonely 
place. While tho father offered a reward 
of .£'1,000 for tho restoration of his daugh- 
ter a force of officials made a thorough 
search of tho hills in hopes to stumble 
upon her prison. Not the slightest gram 
of information was to be picked up. 
Othor detectives were called in, but they 
could make no progress. After three 
weeks had gone by it came to be general- 
ly believed by all except tho father and 
the first detective that Miss Bailey had 
run off to be married, and that in due 
time a letter would be received giving all 
particulars. 

Meanwhile how fared it with the girl ! 
As she was being carried across the field 
she recognized Adair as an employee of 
tho sanitarium. He had a frank, open 
face, and though greatly surprised at his 
actions she was ivy,t much frightened. Ho 
talked to her as ho hurried along, saying 
he meant her no harm and was only try- 
ing to win a wager made with a friend. 
On the tar side of tho cleared field she 
made such a light that he had to put her 
down, and she also got the handkerchief 
clear of her mouth. Then he threatened 
her witli death if she raised an alarm, and 
she walked the rest of the way to the 
cave. He had furnished the opening 
with a rude but stout doer, and as soon as 
she was safe inside he returned to his 
work and no one noted his absence. That 
night he returned to tho cavo and ex- 
plained to Miss Bailey why he had car- 
ried her oil'. While there was nothing of 
the villain about hini he proved to bo so 
obstina'o and pigheaded that the situation 
was almost as bad. Ho was respectful 
and boorishly tender, but very deter- 
mined. It was he who got her trunk, de- 
siring to make her more comfortable. 

Adair visited the cave but once in 
twenty-four hours, and that about '.) 
o'clock at night. He provided his prison- 
er with a lamp, gave her all the news in 
the case as it happened, and seemed to be 
greatly delighted over the accounts in the 
newspapers. Ber faro was a portion of 
that with which he was himself supplied, 
supplemented by some luxuries he bought 
in the village. He usually remained from 
10 to 12. He was nervous and abashed 
in her presence, and treated her with the 
utmost consideration and respect. He 
would even shed tears over her appeals, 
but never relented of his purpose. The 
tunnel turned out to be a cool, dry place, 
and Miss Bailey did not undergo any 
physical discomforts on account of the 
imprisonment. Each day "for the first 
week she hoped to prevail upon Adair to 
release her. Finding that he could not 
bo moved from his position she cave her 
consent to wed him, having no intention, 
of course, of standing by her word. Then 
he was brought to see that the banns must 
be published and certain forms complied 
with, and that a legal marriage with hor 
a prisoner was impossible. Although 
made desperate by his »wn stupidity, he 
would not give up his idea, and thus 
passed a second week. 

Miss Bailey had not been a passive 
prisoner during the fortnight. She had 
gone over tho place timo and time again, 
boiling to find some weak point to begin 
operations on, but had found no encour- 
agement. The timbers used for door 
frames were massive and set against solid 
rock, and the door would have defied 
stouter arms and better tools than she 
could bring to bear on it. At the begin- 
ning of the third week Adair became sul- 
len and morose, and she began to fear 
him. On Wednesday nWit of that week 
he proposed that they secretly leave the 
neighborhood for the c(iast, and on reach- 
ing it take ship for America. She agreed, 
but here he was baffled again. She had 
some money in the safe at the sanitarium, 
but he could not get it and had none of 
his own. Ho did riot come on Thursday 
night, but the next evening he threatened 
that if she did not bring forward some 
plan within a couple of days to solve the 
difficulty he would murder her. If ho 
could not marry hor no one olse should. 



Thure was no question in hor mind but 
that ho had become daft and dangerous. 
A simple incident in tho kitchen of the 
sanitarium solved tho whole mystery. 
Ono of tho female servants noticed that 
Adair had changed greatly of late, and 
she had her eye upon him when ho slip- 
ped some food from the table into his 
handkerchief. Nothing was said to him 
at the timo, but the woman began to put 
this and that together, and she finally 
began to wonder and suspect. Sho com- 
municated with hor mastor, and ho with 
the detective, who was still at tho place, 
and that, evening Adair was followed to 
the cave and Miss Bailey rescued. 

While the young man was arrested and 
-thrown into prison it soon became evident 
that he had lost his mind and could not 
be held leg illy responsible. After a med- 
ical commission had pronounced on his- 
case ho was sent to an insane asylum ; 
Mr. Bailoy and his daughter went homo, 
and we wdio st ill lingered hod ceased to 
talk of the caso when a climax to it came. 
Adair escaped from the asylum and ro- 
turnod to the sanitarium. I want you to 
notice again how nonobsorving the gen- 
eral run of people are. Two of us wdio 
Bat on the veranda talking failed to soo 
III 111, though he passed within thirty feet 
of us. A woman who sat at a window- 
sewing noticed him, but took him for an 
altogether different man. A servant 
passed him on the stairs and called him 
"Joe," which was the name of another 
man. lie must have passed another fe- 
male servant and yet she had no remem- 
brance of seeing him, though wide awake. 
Ho proceeded to the room formerly occu- 
pied by Misa Bailey and there committed 
suicide by cutting his throat. Even as 
his body lay in the middle of the floor a 
servant entered, got, something from tho 
dresser and retired without seeing any- 
thing unusual.

A BY-LAW 

To provide for the assessment of Heal Pro- 
perty benefited by Local Improve- 
ments. 



Whukeah it is provided in the Municipal Act 
of 1802 that tho Council o£a city municipality 
may pass by-lawd for assessing real property 
benefited b, certain clauses of local improve- 
ments ; 

and whereas it Is expedient that the provi- 
sions of said Act in respect to BUOh local im- 
provements should be applied to tho city of 
Vietoria: 

Therefore, tho Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration of the snid city enacts us follows : 

1, The cost of constructing the works and Im- 
provements mentioned in section 2711 of the 
Municipal Act, 18112 and thtrsulneetions thereof 
shall bo assessed, levied and collected by 
means of a special rate for local Improvements 
upor tho reai property bonolifed thereby.

A BY-LAW 

For the levying of a rate upon land and 
upon improvements. 

Whkhkas. the Council are empowered by 
the Municipal Act, 1892 to scale, impose and 
levy rates and tax^s upon land and upon Im- 
provements within the Municipality, subject 
to the exemptions therein set forth; und to 
make, alter and repeal by-laws for inising a 
municipal revenue by tuxes or rates upon land 
and upon improvements, and in each year to 
pass a by-law for levying a rate or rates on all 
the land and improvements upon tho assess- 
ment roll. 

He it therefore enacted by tho Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria as follows: 
1. 'I here is horoby settled, imposed 
an,! levied, and there shall ho raised and col- 
lected, an ei|iial rate of one per cent nnd one- 
half of ono per cent, upon the assessed vuluo 
of all land upon tho assessment roll for the 
year 1892 of the Corporation of the city of Vic- 
toria. 

2. There Is hereby settled, imposed and 
levied, and there shall be raised and collected, 
an equal rate of one per cent, and three- 
eighths of one per cent, upon the assessed 
value of all Improvements upon the assess- 
ment roll for t lie year 1SU2 of tho Corporation 
of the City of V'ietorin. 

,'I. The aforesaid rates and taxes shall be due 
and payable to the Collector of the said Cor- 
poration at bis oillco at the City Hall in the 
City of Victoria, on or before tho lirst day of 
December.

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the expenditure of the Munici- 
pal Revenue for the year IS!)'-!. 



WHEREAS it is expedient to provide an 
additional sum of money to meet the re- 
quirements of the Board of Health; Be It 
therefore enacted by the Council of the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria as follows: 

1. In addition to the amounts author- 
ized hy the Estimates by-law, 1892, and tho 
Supplementary Estimates By-law, 1892, for tho 
prfrposo of the Board of Health; it shall be 
lawful to pay out of corporate funds such sums 
of money not, however, exceeding additionally 
in tho aggregate the sum of thirty live thou- 
sand dollars, as may be authorized from time 
to time by resolution of Iho Council of tho Cor- 
poral ion for expenses in connection with the 
Hoard of Health. Provided that before mak- 
ing tho payments tho Auditor has marked his 
initials against the total amount of thu Vou- 
cher to certify toils correctness, and that the 
C&uncil have authorized the payment and 
that the sums paid and authorized are not in 
the aggregate in excess of tho sums appropria- 
ted by the Council for the Service. 

2. It shall, however, be lawful to pay to any 
person who bus been employed in services con- 
nected Willi tho Board of Health and who has 
been discharged or left the employ of the Cor- 
poration ; such sums of money as may bo due.

It will interest the public to learn that in 
response to the advertisement of the Hon.

They 
come from Canada, England and the United 
States, and locul architects, are well repre- 
sented. 

Two non-competing architects with tho 
Lsnds and Works Department, will exam- 
ine these designs all carefully and selsct the 
five considered to possess the greatest merit 
for beauty and convenience.

Sonic weeks must elapse before the selec- 
tion of the five best can be pronounced 
upon, and possibly three months further will 
bo required to elaborate theso and ugroe 
upon the best.

Tho remains of the late Thos, McConnan 
were yesterday interred at Ross liay Ceme- 
tery. A largo concourse of surrowing friends 
assembled at t life bouse of mourning and 
took a farewell look at all that was mortal 
of one whom they had learned to respect 
during a long and useful ca»jer. The casket 
was completely covered with the floral gifts 
with which the room was tilled. After a 
short (service in the bouse, conducted by 
Rev. P. McF. Maoleod, the funeral cortcjc 
was formed and marched in solemn proces- 
sion to St. Andrew's church, where the rev- 
erend gentleman again officiated. Ho spoke 
very earnestly and feelingly of tho lamented 
death of Mr. McConnan, and said that dur- 
ing a long lifo hero and in Newfoundland, 
the Christian character of deceasi d had been 
above reproach. Those most intimate with 
iiimhad never known him to do nn unchrist- 
ian act.

The Colli Cure on Elephants. 

Loudon, Sept. 30. — A v»ry curious action 
at law is shortly to bo heard in tlio courts 
hero. A lady visiting the zoological gardens 
and sitting down before the elephaut stable 
laid a brown leather purso containing six 
sovereigns on her lap. One of the elephants, 
being minded to try the " gold cure,'' 01 
mistaking it for a bun, extended his trunk 
and picked up the purse and swallowed it. 
The strongest emetics were administered, 
but they hud no effect. The elephant would 
not givo up the gold, and the Zoological 
society likewise refused to refund it, for 
which reason the lady has entered the 
action. 

New Zealand Xot at the World's Fnlr. 

San Francisco, Sept, 30. — T. J. Crcigh- 
tou, correspondent and resident agent of tho 
Now Zealand Government in this city, has 
Teceived private advices from Auckland to 
tho effect that Kew Zealand, as a colony or 
government, will not be represented at tho 
Chicago exposition. In other words, there 
will be no otlieial exhibit made there, though 
Mr. Creighton states that private indi- 
viduals will undoubtedly take pleasure in 
seeing that their individual industries are 
represented, and he thinks that this will bo 
true to such an extent that the aggregate 
result will be quite respectable. 

So-Called Itemedles Worthless. 

Berlin, Sept. 30.— Prof. Rumpf, of 
Eppendorfer hospital, Hamburg, has report- 
ed bis experience in the treatment of 3,000 
cholera patients and declares all the vaunted 
remedies useless, including aalol, cresol, creo- 
sote, lactic acid and hydrochloloric acid. In- 
jected sulphuric acid and morphia, as sug- 
gested by American doctors, ho also found 
of no avail, but in mild eases an injection of 
tannin was successful. Prof. Rumpf con- 
cludes that all methods aiming merely at 
disinfection of the intestines fail ; that 
remedies must be sought which remove 
choleraic bacilli from the intestines. He 
mentions hot baths, hot coffee, tea, wine, 
champagne and camphor as useful in critical 
cases, and adds that an injection of a solu- 
tion of common salt cured 20 per cent, of 
the cases. Prof. Klobs, of Zurich, who has 
been treating patients in Hamburg with 
injections of fluid obtained through the 
culture of cholera bacillus, states that after 
the injection of the fluid the temperature of 
the patient soon becomes normal, and 
several apparently hopeless ca.->ta have re- 
coveted uudu' this treatment. 

Tjpnus on Hoard Hilly. 
Philadelphia, Oct. 1.— Three cases of 
typhus among the crew of the British steam- 
ship Turkenheim, which arrived at Delware 
breakwater yesterday, wero reported yes- 
terday. The vessel had a cargo of sugar 
from Havana, and sailed for New York this 
evening. 

French Ilercntcil by Danomeyans. 

Paris, Oct. 1.— A dispatch from Porto 
Novo Bays that while the French gunboats 
Capale and Corail were ascending the river 
Quomo at Tunque, September 2S, they were 
attacked by Dahomoyans, who were repuls- 
ed with heavy loss, the ground being strewn 
with dead bodies. One Frenchman was 
killed and thirteen wounded. 

Colombia's Quarantine on V. S. Vessels. 

Panama (via Galveston), Sept. 30.— Tho 
United States gunboat Concord will sail to- 
nay from Colon to Cartagena, carrying 
United States Consul Adamson of Panama 
on a special mission from the American 
Government to Preaidcnt Nnnea of Colom- 
bia, relative to the quarantine imposed upon 
American vessels at Colombian ports. 1 lie 
American consul general is accompanied by 
Don Kieardo Arango, administrator of the 
treusury and special commissioner of the 
local government of Panama, who will con- 
fer with President Nunez in regard to the 
situation at the isthir.ua. Sixty more Col- 
ombian soldiers were sent to Colon to-day, 
as an additional measure of precaution 
against the violation of quarantine by for- 
eign vessels, and it is apprehended that 
there may bo trouble at Colon on account of 
the aggressive attitude of Colombia. 

Extra Session ol Chilean Congress, 
Valparaiso, Oct. 1. — President Montt, 
of Chili, has called an extra session of Con- 
gress for consideration of the French-Chilean 
treaty, colonization, sales of nitrate, esti- 
mates for 1893, to establish a money stand- 
ard and arrange for a sullicient volumo of 
currency, to consider a proposition for in- 
crease of pay for the army and navy, and to 
reorganise the civil service. 

Kclcltiin on (he Nile. 

London, Sept. 30.— Tho uppearunce of 
the Belgian expedition on the Upper Nile 
within tho British sphere of influence has 
led the English foreign office to intimate 
that Belgium must withdraw her expedi- 
tion. King Leopold, however, is using per- 
sonal influence with the British court and 
managers of the Fast African companies to 
induce Lord Bosebery to consent to the 
absorption of a part of the Nile country into 
tho Kongo state. 

I'lcnro-Pneumonia. 

Loddon, Sept. 30.— Secretary Busk's pro- 
clamation declaring the United States freo 
from pleuro-pueumonia has not yet officially 
reached the board of agriculture here. The 
board officials, however, accept the declara- 
tion as valid, and appear ready to respond 
t o the United States aut horities' application 
for free admission for live cattle. The Live 
(Stock Journal, referring to tho vast import- 
ance of the proclamation, holds that the 
Government must allow a sullieicnt interval 
to elapse, in order to prove beyond a doubt 
that the disease is wholly suppressed, and 
that this provision should have been inude 
against Texas fever, oi which .000 eases were 
detected in 1891 among animals intended 
for export. 

I'oliticni Fights in Prussia. 

Berlin, Sept. 30.— Tho antagonism bo- 
tween independent and the regular Social 
Democrats of Trepton, Prussia, culminated 
last night in a free fight, At an in-door 
meoling, the regulars hud planned to pro- 
tect their meeting trom tho independents 
by issuing .admission tickets, only to ap- 
proved members of their own organisation. 
(The independents forged somo 200 tickets, 



however, and by means of them packed the 
meeting with as many of their men. Tho 
regulars who tried to speak wero howled 
down, and the 200 independents stormed 
tbo platform. The Bpeakera attempted to 
beat them back with chairs, and u hand-to- 
hand combat followed. A dozer, men wero 
stretched oh tlso Moor, and many others 
withdrew, bleeding and bruised. Tho po- 
lice dispersed tho " Comrades " after hav- 
ing niado five arrests. 

Kojally in a Etrer Garden. 

BERLIN, Sept. 30. — Princess Kre'.ine 
Jackson de Wsevolowk, who claims descent 
from an illustrious family and is reputed to 
be married to an American, has been sent- 
enced to 13 months in prison for obtaining 
under false pretences a situation as singer 
in tho .Steruccker garden, Berlin. 

Almost Blown Dp. 

N*W York, Get. 1.— Tho U. S. S. Phila- 
delphia arrived yesterday, and it has been 
learned that a recent accident during a. 
sham battle at Baltimore came near blowing 
up the ship, when a cartridge was exploded 
before the breech of the gun was closed. A 
chute leading to the magazine was open 
and particles of the ignited powder bag 
went down into the magazine. Liout. 
Fremont, who wes in charge of tho powder 
division, did all bo eould to suppress dis- 
order, but all but two men Bed from him. 
With the aid of these two ho succeeded in 
extinguishing tho tiro before it reached the 
case of projectiles. 

Another Charier Koss Case. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 30. — A caso very 
similar to tho famous Charley Hoss abduc- 
tion case, is reported from Montgomery 
county. Sheriff Heck received word yester- 
day, frcm Sheriff Liddel, of Montgomery 
county, to look out for John Murphy and 
George Thomas, two tramps, who are 
wanted for abducting Joseph Dalyer, a 
112-year-old boy of Fonda. Tho message 
says the boy was enticed away l>y tramps, 
a short distance from his home, and is 
probably being held for ransom. The 
tramps who abducted him arc notorious 
characters in Montgomery county. Murphy 
is 45 and known all over Western New 
York as Marie Ford, that name being 
tattooed on his arm. His companion is 
younger and is a notorious farmhouse and 
barn sneak. 

Chinese Actors Contraband, 

Washington City, Sept. 30. — Acting 
Secretary Spaulding has declined to permit 
200 Chinese actors to enter this country for 
the purpose of presenting Chinese plays in a 
theatre to be erected near tho entrance of 
the World's Fair in Chicago. In doing so 
he says: The enterprise described appears 
to be purely a commercial one, and has no 
ollieiul connection with tho World's Colum- 
bian Exposition. The law would excludo 
such poisons, units* they present at the 
time of their landing certificates from the 
Chinese Government identifying them as 
persons entitled to enter tho United States 
in accordance with the provisions ot section 
of the act of May ti, 1SS2, as amended by 
the act approved July 6, 1884. 

Heavy Fnclnc. 

OMAHA, Oct. 1. — The heaviest eight- 
wheel passenger engine in America was 
sent out of tho Union Pacific shops to pull 
the fast mail. With tender coaled up, the 
engine weighs 21S.000 pounds. It will run 
between Ctieyenne and Laramie, over the 
Continental division, where a grade of 95 
feet to the mile has to bo surmounted. 

An American Explores*. 

London, Oct. 1. — Mrs. French Sheldon, 
the American woman known us an explorer 
of Africa, will sail for New York on the 
Urania on Saturday. 

A Trainman's Revenue 

Berlin, Oct. 1.— Albert Rouman Gebert, 
a switchman at Hermsdorf on tho Berlin 
and Stetteni Railway, has been sentenced 
to live years imprisonment, having derailed 
a passenger train. His purpose was to in- 
jure a superior railway official, who had of- 
fended him and was on the train. 

isiu Embezzlements. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 1. — An audit of 
the accounts of tho late Grand Duke Michael 
Nikolavitch lias revealed embezzlements by- 
various officials to the amount of on million 
roubles, the embezzlements dating back to 
the period of the death of the Grand Duke's 
wife, in April 1891. 

Heavy Suit Against nn Uncle. 

New York, Oct. 1. — W. S. Hurley Roes 
bis uncle, William Niles, for §350,000. The 
action has grown out of the alleged forgery 
to a contract of the name of Hurley's father, 
now dead. Niles was formerly the head of 
the Sixpenny Saving's Bank. 

Russian Mall Train Bobbed. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 1. — The mail train 
from Cuarkoff to Nikoljewn was stopped by 
robbers, near Krowa, and plundered of half 
a million roubles in money and a large quant- 
ity of valuable luggage, letters, etc., that 
were being conveyed by the mail. There is 
no trace of the robbers, and it is suspected 
that the railway officials have something to 
do with the affair. 

For Ihe Pilots' v.i in in. 

Washington, D.C., Sept. 30.— The Pilots' 

Association of New York has won a victory, 
as the followinsj order shows : Navy Depart- 
ment, Washington, D C, Sept. 27, 1892. 

All existing orders and regulations rcstrlof 
ing the employment of pilots by command' 
ing oflieers of vessels of war aro hereby re- 
voked. Commanding officers will employ 
pilots whenever, in their judgment, their 
employment ia necessary. (Signed) I). 6*. 
Tracy, Secretary of the Navy. This will bu 
obeerful news to pilots in all maritime cities 
and especially in New York and the Bast, 
where naval vessels are constantly moving 
in and out of dangerous places. It moans 
considerable additional expense for them. 

Naval officers will also be pleased with the 
secretary 's new order ; they are now per- 
mitted to use their own judgment as to oc- 
casions when pilots aro necessary. Whilo 
personally it may induce some commanders 
to navigate their own ships in and out of 
dangerous harbors, the majority will doubt- 
less bu only too glad to escape tho responsi- 
bility for accidents which arc liable to hap- 
pen even with expert pilots aboard. 

II.ill Klorm In St. Paul. 

St. Paul; Minn., Oct. 1.— A terrible hail 
storm ia prevailing here this afternoon. All 
street traffic is suspended and considerable 
damage has been done to windows. The 
ground is covered with largo hail-stones. 
The fall in the heaviest in many years. 

French Artisi Dead. 

London', Oct I. — Tho announcement is 
made of the death of .Sebastian Charles Cir- 
uud, the French painter, in his 74th year. 



AFFAIRS I IN HAWAII. 

How tho Situation Is Regarded by the Ameri- 
can Authorities. 

Washington City, Oct. 1. — Tho situa- 
tion of ulfairs in tho Hawaiian islands con- 
tinues to receive the constant attention of 
tho officials of the department of state. To 
inquiries as to tho political situation in the 
dominion of her m»jesty, Queen Liliouka- 
lina, tho reply is mado that it is regarded 
as unsettled. Further than this they say 
they do not care to express an opinion, aud 
this despite the fact that on] the 13th inat, 
tho now ministry was inducted to office. 
Tho chango of governments was accomplish- 
ed without demonstration of any kind, but 
tho feeling prevails that there is no confi- 
dence in the ministry and any change would 
oreato no surprise. Tho department is 
under more or less influence to bring about 
even closer relations between tho United 
States and Hawaii than have ever been 
obtained. Annexation is openly urged, the 
argument being made that the islands need 
tho support of a strong government, which 
would restore tbo commercial credit of the 
country, give assistance to the producers 
and consequent development to tho re- 
sources of the islands. 

In addition to sugur, rice ia cultivated, 
tea can be raised in abundance and the coffee 
is of the finest quality. All that is needed 
is some money and an effort to improve the 
lauds and cheap labor to work them. Eng- 
land could easiiy supply theso from her 
surplus capital and her coolie colonies. 
Negotiations arc now pending for the estab- 
lishment of a line of steamers from Victoria 
to Australia, stopping at Honolulu, which, 
when established, it is threatened, will 
drivo tho American lines off tho route. 
Nearly nine-tenths of the foreign population 
are Americans, most of tho trade is with the 
United States, and tho entire interests of 
the islands aro American, so much so that 
even the German and most of the English 
settlers join the Americans, who, with the 
natives, are possessed of a desire to become 
annexed to the United States." 

It is not probable that tho United States 
will depart from its historic policy and as- 
sume any other attitude towards the islands 
than the ono always held. It is interesting 
to noto in this connection that the Under 
Minister of Foreign Affairs at Honolulu was 
formerly a clerk in the Department of State 
in 'his City. Inasmuch as the correspond- 
ence avers that tho tender of the proposed 
treaty came from tho United States, and us 
it is shown that tho Hawaiian officials 
heartily approve of it, the further statement 
that while the treaty has not yet been exe- 
cuted, "more encouraging reports of the 
progress of negotiations arc expected at an 
early day" is not strange. 



ORIENTAL DISASTERS. 

Further Details or the Gales and Typhoons— 
Terrible boss of bite. 

San Fuanoisco, Sept. 30.— The Pacific 
Mail Company's new steamship Peru arrived 
this morning, 22 days from Hongkong, via 
Yokohama. She brings Jupaueso news up 
to September Hi. 

The gale which swept over Southern and 
Central Japan last month, inflicting such 
terrible damage in Tokuslnma prefecture, 
also devastated the Binkin Islands. A re- 
port from Okinawa gives the following 
tigures: Four hundred persons were crushed 
to death; missing, 24;' boats blown out to 
Boa, 23; houses completely overthrown, 
1,000; partially overthrown, 1,100; out- 
houses blown down and injured, 2,001); trees 
blown down, 35, 000. Crops weio also great- 
ly injured, and the above figures do not 
include the devastation wrought on the 
smaller islands. 

A typhoon on September 4, did much 
damage in Zhizouka, Aichi and Gumma 
prefectures. At Hamamatsu the court 
house, school, 62 dwellings and a brick 
railway shed were blown down, and 10 per- 
sons killed and many wounded. In Shi- 
zuoka prefecture, N00 dwelling houses wero 
blown down or partially destroyed. Six 
bridges wero washed away and 71 stores 
destroyed. In Aidu prefecture five people 
were killed aud two wounded, reclaimed 
lands Hooded and 70 dwellings washed 
away. Great damage was done in other 
parts of the province also. In Gumma pre- 
fecture I lie same story of devastation is 
told, houses being destroyed and eight 
people injured. 

During a festival at Morn, near Kobe, a 
terrible accident occurred. The temple is 
approached by a flight of 260 step3, very 
steep. While a dense crowd were ascend- 
ing the steps a man at the top slipped, and 
in his fall brought down 30 people. Five 
were killed outright and others terribly 
injured. 

The great typhoon also reached the island 
of Manila. Tho Spanish consul at Hong- 
kong has received dispatches from Manila 
stating that the typhoon did great damage. 
People are suffering all over the island. 



IRISH EVICTIONS. 

A Bitter bund War Threatened if the band- 
lords Carry Out Their Policy. 

London, Sept. .'10.— The question of af- 
fording relief to evicted Irish tenants occu- 
pied tho attention of the Cabinet yesterday, 
and to-day Morley is understood to have 
advised a temporary grant of money, on tho 
ground that the commission cannot com- 
plete the inquiry in time to prepare a bill 
lor the opening of Parliament, and while 
the commission is deliberating the evicted 
tenants suffer. The Irish Evicted Tenants' 
Association asks, in the interim, a grant of 
£200,000, with duo representation on the 
commission. It is learned that the Minis- 
ters are inclined to concede a moiety of tho 
evicted tenants' demands, but refuse imme- 
diate sanction of any portion of the proposed 
grant. The gravity of the eviction troubles 
Becomes more serious under the action of 
the Tory landlords. The number of evicted 
tenants now reaches ■1,500. The total of 
eviction notices pending under the act of 
10S7 has reached almost 30,000. If the 
landlords mean to try to defeat the Liberal 
polioy by wholesale evictions there will bo 
a bitter land war. The Ministerial circle is 
confident the Cabinet will not hesitate to 
sanation the boldest measure the Irish exe- 
cutive may require to foil tho Unionist tau- 
ties. 

VI L LAUD. NOT SELLING N-P. STOCK. 

The New York Recorder says : A dis- 
patch from Philadelphia, yesterday, report- 
ed the appearance thore of two certificates 
for 100 shares eaoh of Norther n Pacific pre- 
ferred stock, made out in the name of II. 
Villard, with signature of H. Villard on 
tho back. One was dated September S, 
1802, and the other September 13, 1892. 
When the dispatch was shown to Mr. Vil- 
lard, ho said : " 1 have not sold a nharo of 
Northern Pacific stock for myself for two 
years past. As to the London cable to tbo 
effect that the Northern Pacific company 
intends to issue a block of bonds, you may 
say that the company lias not sold a con- 
solidated per cent, bond for a year past, 



and there is nojintention to sell any at pre- 
sent. Reports of negotiations for tho sale 
of Northorn Pacific bonds are untrue. Tho 
company at present has no occasion to sell 
bonds." Brokers had the story that a 
block of about 10,000 shares of Northorn 
Pacific preferred was borrowed tho other 
day, and that tho borrower had been a con- 
spicuous seller over siuco. From this it 
was argued that the stock had been bor- 
rowed simply to bo thrown upon tho mar- 
ket as a lever in depressing the stock.

TILE CHOLERA. 
(Saturday Iteview, Sopt. 3.) 

The outbreak of cholera at Hamburg is 
evidently of a serious nature, and, if ac- 
counts of tbo condition of that port aro uot 
grossly exaggerated, it is not surprising 
that English porta, many of which are in 
regular, anil almost daily, communication 
with Hamburg, have not entirely escaped. 
According to 'soniu medical authorities, it 
was inevitable in the circumstances that 
casca should be imported. The few 
authentic cases recorded so far at Graves- 
end, Liverpool, Islington, Grimsby, Mid- 
dlesboro!, with tbo doubtful ones at Fal- 
mouth and Islington, have been proved to 
have originated in Hamburg. At Graves- 
end and Liverpool tlio sufferers wero 
cf tlio moro or less destitute emigrant 
class. The Islington eases referred to aro 
passengers who were taking holidays, passing 
through Hamburg on their homeward way 
to Harwich. So far there lias been no sign 
of epidemic resulting from these cases, aud 
there is no ground, according to all compe- 
tent judges, to fear anything of the kind. 
Tiie alarm expressed in somo quarters lest 
hordes of Polish or Russian emigrants from 
the infected port should carry contagion 
through the land may bo dismissed as 
groundless. There has lieen something of a 
cry for a decree prohibiting the landing of 
these unfortunates. It is satisfactory, how- 
ever, to observe that railway and steamship 
companies have not waited for any such en- 
actment to onforco what is their plan of 
duty, and, it must bo added, their most 
obvious interest. They have instructed 
their ugents to refuse passage to the dirty 
and suspect alien emigrants. In London, at 
least, the emigration lias been stopped 
merely by the enforcement of the legal 
powers vested in tho Port Sanitary 
authorities. Moreover, it is peifect- 
ly clear from some of the 
cases that the average passenger 
from Hamburg, or any centre of infection, 
is no more "immune" than tho Russian emi- 
grant. Dr. Lyon's letter on this subject 
should reassure the timid. It is only fair to 
consider that while the Gemma, crowded 
with emigrants, yielded some three or four 
cases at Gravesend, the ordinary passenger- 
boat suffered to a like extent at Harwich. 
Tho vigilance and activity shown by the 
Port authorities in isolating cases and in- 
specting vessels on arrival nro most com- 
mendable, and ought to be most reassuring 
to the public The new order of the Local 
Government Board empowering the sanitary 
authorities of ports to deal with the drink- 
ing-water carried by ships, and discharge it, 
if suspected, into the river before docks are 
entered, is u reasonable measure, though 
strict attention to purity ami cleanliness in 
this matter at Hamburg and other infected 
ports is even more important. Then it is 
well, considering that cholera ia chiefly pro- 
pagated through drinking-water, that the 
Loudon Water Companies should be directed 
to perfect their filtration methods, and en- 
sure the utmost possible freedom from or- 
ganic pollution. 

There is always much causeless appre- 
hension when there is the slightest appear- 
ance of a visitation of cholera, and it is a 
pity that its gratuitous stimulation should 
not be promptly dealt with. It is mon- 
strous, lor example, that purveyors of. 
"news" to the evening journals should 
give currency to baseless rumors of the 
most alarming kind. Thus we have an- 
nounced in the largest type, " Outbreak at 
Hover," " Cholera scare at Gravesend," and 
the like, of un evening, only to be com- 
pletely disproved the following morning by 
the mayor of the one town and the town 
clerk of the other. There is far too much 
of this kind of liberty of the press. Any- 
one, not careful of the latter, might imagine 
from the alarmist paragraphs concerning 
the scarlet fever epidemic in London 
that something of a plague was in 
progress, « hereas for many succes- 
sive weeks the health of London has 
been exceptionally good. News-making 
of this kind is almost ns bud as the Bcanda- 
lous concealment of the truth about thi 
cholera, for something like three weeks, by 
the authorities of Hamburg, who seem to 
have hoodwinked all the consuls there resi- 
dent, That the German Emperor should, 
as is reported, have expressed greit indig- 
nation at this bushing-tip policy is extremely 
natural. Tho occasion sterna to warrant 
the making of an example in high places. 
From the published accounts of the condi- 
tion of the Hamburg hospitals which a 
Vienna doctor lias written, it seems that 
the authorities were totally unprepared for 
an outbreak of cholera, though the steady 
westward course of tho disease from 
Cashmere, Persia, and the ports of 
the Caspian Sea bus been patent to 
all observers for three months past. 
There uever was a more forcible illustration 
of the truth that forwarned should imply 
forearmed. Vet the truth about Hamburg 
was first made known to the Imperial Gov- 
ernment by the authorities of Altofia, and 
in Hamburg tbo stupid policy of conceal- 
ment, now no longer possible, h «s been fol- 
lowed by complete disorganization of the 
sanitary administration. With the system 
of inspection and disinfection, and the isola- 
tion of cases detected, thoroughly carried 
out hy our I'ort Sanitary officials, it is 
reasonable to expect that we shall escape 
the visitation in Kngland although London 
has been declared an infected port by 
Christiana, which is, to say the least, a 
little premature on the part of tho Nor- 
wegian authorities. Owing to our proxi- 
mity to the Continent, there is certainly 
some risk, which the keenest vigilance may 
not be able to render inoperative. Cases of 
cholera on shipboard are, of course, pro- 
perly dealt with, as at Gravesend, and 
isolated in hospital. Hut, owing to the 
short distance between Knglish ports and 
Hamburg, Antwerp, Havre, and other 
stricken places, there may be a clean bill of 
health on a steamer from one of these ports 
on arrival, and cases of cholera may yet 
develop among the passengers after landing. 
As illustrations of this danger wo have 
cases such as that of the Mlddlosboro' man, 
who, after landing, was reported as taken 
ill on arriving at Glasgow. Fortunately, 
the Sanitary authorities throughout thu 
country are alert toward all such contingen- 
cies, and, with the great and general im- 
provement in tbo sanitary condition, and 
the thorough enforcement of tiie law, there 
ucems no probability of an epidemic.

A yacht that has won an enviable ropu 
tation for swiftness this year is the Con 
stcllation, owned by the famous yachtsman 
Bayard Thayer.

YACHT CONSTELLATION, 
or, and her most notable performance this 
year was when she won the $1,000 Morgan 
cup for schooners in tho recent run of the 
New York Yacht club to Marblehend, 
Mass. Tho gallant Constellation led the 
entire fleet. She was designed by the late 
Edward Burgess, and is without doubt 
ono of the swiftest schooners of tho first 
class afloat.

As 
the vessel Blurted dawn tho ways Captain 
James Chrlstensen was at the how, and per- 
formed tho usual ceremonies, breaking a 
bottle of wine and christening her tho "I). 
\V. Gordon," after tho Nanaimo member of 
the House of Commons. Tho boat is a very 
neat and snug looking little craft, having 
been designed and built by the McFee Bros., 
for the Nanaimo pilots. Sho is 48 feet over 
all and has a beam 13 feet wide, with a 
hold six feet six inclus in depth. Her con- 
struction is such us to admit of machinery 
being easily placed in her hull, the frame of 
Which is one that will last for years, as it is 
made of choice lumber, As well us being built 
for seaworthiness, the little boat is also 
modelled for ppeed, and when the finishing 
touches are put on she will be a very ser- 
viceuble vessel. 

An investigation his been going on in the 
Custom Souse for sun, e days pastas to tho 
movements of the schooner Halcyon. The 
evidence is voluminous, lint as some techni- 
cal points have arisen which have been re- 
served for legal advice, full details cannot, 
be given for tho present. Tho Halcyon is 
charged with visiting places other than 
ports of entry, and witli hovering about 
British territory, not having pu.per3 to 
justify her presence in such waters.

San Francisco, Oct. I. — The whaling 
steamer -Mary 1). Hume, whioh has been 
absent in tho Arctic Ocean for two years 
and a half, during which time the made the 
remarkable catch of ,3S whales, returned 
here to-day. Three of her crew perished in 
the Arctic, two being drowned and Stew- 
ard M vers dying from inflammatory rheuma- 
tism. Tho Hume left here April 18, 1890, 
and from July of that year until August, 
1892, those On tbatu uVu not receive a woiu 
of news from home. Once Mate Mogg went 
300 miles southward in the direction of the 
Porcupine River, in British North America. 
The people there told him Queen Victoria 
was still alive, and that was the latest they 
bad heard. Both winters the steamer 
quartered at Herschel Island, and in the 
spring went to Cape Bathurst and the 
Mackenzie River. The health of 
those on board was good during the 
first year, but the second winter proved le;:s 
fortunate, r.s scurvy broke out on board. 
There were seven men down in the fore- 
castle at ono time. A young lad named 
Raymond Lapterrewas taken to the Marine 
Hospital, in this city, almost a totul wreck, 
his legs and arms being distorted and full 
of sores, the effects of scurvey. A bout- 
steerer named Halstrom had his left foot 
frozen, and it was necessary to amputate 
the member. A report of tho catch of the 
Arctic fleet, eagerly waited for by whaling 
men, was brought down by the Hume, and 
is as follows : Ballenal 1, Buluga 1, Bound- 
ing Billow 4, Hunter 1, Helen Mar 1, Kar- 
lu'k 3, Belvedere 2, Horatio I, Orca 2, Ko- 
surio 2, Andrew Hicks 2, Alice Knowlcs 1, 
Josephine 4, Newport 3.

THE UGANDA QUESTION. 

Tress and Other Opinions on This Important 
Internationa] Affair. 

London, Sept. 30. — The question whether 
Uganda shall he cvaculatcd is prominently 
to the front. The Conservatives had pro- 
tested that they would make a test of the 
foreign policy of the now Government. 
Jephson, in a long letter to the Times, seeks 
to prove that tho evacuation of Uganda is 
impossible if Great Britain is to fulfil her 
obligations to which the country is pledged, 
both by honor and humanity, He says 
evacuation would be followed by whole sale 
massacres, in slavery of the defenceless, and 
by appalling misery among the millions now 
protected, by the presence of the British 
East Africa company's forces. The Times 
approves the letter. 

The St. James Gazette says that it bus 
always held that the attitude of Great 
Britain toward tho blast Africa company 
was one of Lord Salisbury's mistakes. 
Nevertheless the occupation of Uganda, 
being an accomplished fact, a sense of 
humanity compels the British to protect the 
unhappy and threatened natives. 

Tbu ( Hobo, also a Conservative newspaper, 
takes a different view, and says that it 
would be no barm to leave I ho occupation 
Uganda to private enterprises, as It would 
be hopeless to attempt to holster up a 
colony so situated with the aid of the state.
